Each of the nine terminals will 


retrieve information from the 
memory bank computer, which 
is located in the Revenue De- 
partment Building in Little Rock. 
The computer will interpret the 
inquiry, retrieve the desired in- 
formation, and return it to the 
terminals all in a matter of se- 
conds. The new system will be 
known as the Arkansas Central 
Telecommunications 
System 


(ACTS). 


The computer will not only 


improve the efficiency of the 
State Police to retrieve motor 
vehicle registration and drivers 
license information but will as- 
sist all law enforcement agencies 
in Arkansas. Any Department de- 
siring any information that the 
computer system has access to 
can merely request the inform- 
ation by radio to their respect- 
ive State Police District Head- 
quarters. 


The new system affords troop- 


ers 
the opportunity of being 


aware ofa poteatially.dangerous 
situation before stopping a sus- 
picious vehicle. Troopers ob- 
serving a suspicious vehicle can 
supply the needed information by 
radio to their District dispatch- 
er, who in turn will enter the in- 
quiry into the terminal. In three 
to five seconds the terminal will 
retrieve from the computer the 
name of the registered owner, the 
make, model, serial number, and 
color of the vehicle in question. 
Suspicions of troopers can be 
verified before stopping the ve- 
hicle in question. Drivers li- 
cense information can be ob- 
tained in the same rapid and 
concise manner, The old fami- 
liar story given troopers, "I 
left my driver's license at 
home, " is a thing of the past. 
Troopers now will be able to 
have all pertinent drivers li- 
cense information in a matter 
of seconds. The use of the new 
computer will do away with the 
old antiquated method of secur- 
ing this type of information, The 
procedure formerly used was 
timely and left room for human 
error. It could require minutes, 
and even hours to obtain motor 
vehicle and drivers license in- 
formation.

"Men of letters" rank lowest 


on this same totem pole, but 
still ahead of average. 


In this subgrouping, "corre- 


spondents and editors" seem to 
be outlived by their readers by 
a large margin. 


The longevity study was de- 


scribed Wednesday to the Amor- 
lean Public Health 
Association 


by Jules V. Quint and Blanca R. 
Cody, statisticians of the Metra- 
polltan Life Insurance Co., New 
York City. 


Using the 1950-51 edition of 


"Who's Who In America" they, 
selected a sample of 6,329 dis- 
tinguished professional and busi- 
ness men. 


They checked how many had 


died and when during the next 
12 years, and compared this 
with death rates among white 
men In the general population 
who had been of the same ages 
back in 1950. 


Overall, they said, the mortal- 


ity of "Who's Who" men who 
were over age 45 In 1950 was 30 
per cent less than that of the 
general population. 


The greatest difference was 


found between ages to and 59. 
"This contradicts the belief In 
some quarters that the mercl- 
lessness with which men drive 
themselves during their forties 
to outstanding positions in their 
careers is reflected in broken 
health when they are in their fif- 
ties," they said. 


They found these differences 


In longevity by professions:

tality 29 per cent less than that 
of the general population. Mor- 
tality about the same as all men 
in the total "Who's Who" sam- 
ple. 


Educators: Average mortality 


38 per cent under the general, 
and 10 per cent under the same.

ing Negroes and others from 
minority groups as Jury candi- 
dates. 


The Federal Jury Selection 


Act passed by Congress in 
March, was intended to meet 
complaints that Negroes too of- 
ten are passed over in federal 
jury selection, and it is expected 
to give representation on juries 
to all economic classes. 


Proponents of the law, Includ- 


ing President Johnson, said that 
there had been a tendency in 
the past to exclude the poor, or 
members of minority groups, 
from federal jury duty. 


Apart from setting up a sys- 


tem of random jury selection,

An "asking bid" is one that 


requests your partner to re- 
veal his exact holding in some 
specific suit. They were first 
thought of by Ely Culberlson 
in the early '30s. The game 
was not ready for them at 
that time and Ely abandoned 
this particular brain child. 


As bidding methods have 


improved over the years ex- 
perts have continued to study 
these bids. A few actually use 
them, but for the most part 
experts have not got around 
to them as yet.

When this hand was actual- 


ly dealt in a friendly Inter- 
national Match Point match 
between some of America's

young players, 
each 


North tried to solve his prob- 
lem by the use of Blackwood 
only to elicit a five-diamond 
response to show one ace. 
After that each one decided 
that it was far more likely he 
would find his partner's ace 
would be in diamonds than in 
clubs, and settled 
for the 


cinch small slam. 


They were correct in their 


g'uesses but not satisfied with 
their results and have decided 
that if they ever hold this 
hand again, a jump from two 
spades to five clubs will be a 
straight asking bid in clubs. 
It seems reasonable but we 
hope that they remember it 
when they pick up a similar 
hand five or 10 years from 
now.

Although aspirin is a very 


valuable drug in the treat- 
ment of tension headaches and 
rheumatic fever, there 
are 


hazards connected with its in- 
judicious 
use. These 
have 


been widely publicized in re- 
cent years. Now it appears 
that one of our sturdy astro- 
nauts has been dropped from 
the space program because of 
a disability connected 
with 


the use of aspirin. He was 
never made dizzy by a barrel 
roll; he didn't crack up when 
subjected to greatly increased 
atmospheric pressures but he 
WAS a victim of a s p i r i n 
asthma 


Although this is not a com- 


mon disease, it is progressive. 
It is characterized by sinus- 
itis, attacks of shortness of 
breath (asthma) and a chron- 
ic cough. Perhaps one of the 
reasons this and other compli- 
cations follow self-treatment 
with aspirin is that so many 
persons who take this drug re- 
gard two tablets as the stand- 
ard dose, The truth is that for 
most people one tablets works 
just as well as two and is far 
less dangerous. 


Q—ftly fingers crack open. 


I was told it was due to cold 
weather but it happens even 


when it is warm. Will any- 
thing prevent this? 


A—Washing your hands sev- 


eral times a day with strong 
soap is the commonest cause. 
Allergy to nail polish or other 
substances with which you 
have frequent contact, disor- 
ders of the circulation and 
various systemic diseases are 
other possible causes. Pro- 
tecting the cracks with a 
soothing ointment will help 
but a permanent cure cannot 
be expected until the cause is 
found and eliminated. This 
may require some expert de- 
tective work by a skin special- 
ist or an allergist. 


Q—What would cause the 


skin of my finger tips to dry 
up and peel? Could it be a fun- 
gus? 


A—The cause and treatment 


of this condition are almost 
identical with those of the pre- 
vious question. A fungus is not 
likely to be the cause unless 
itching is a prominent symp- 
tom.

When there is printing in the 
place on an envelope In the space 
reserved for postage the meter's 
print becomes illegible, and you 
have to make the imprint on a 
piece of tape and then paste it 
over 
the envelope printing — 


which puts you back In the busi- 
ness of licking postage stamps.

venue Department, Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co., and the In- 
ternal Revenue Service.

at Kennebunk Beach, Maine. 
Breakers 20 to 30 feet high 
tossed boulders and other debris 
onto King's Highway and onto 
the lawns of summer cottages. 


The winds also threatened the 


lives of thousands of small dove- 
kles, a species of auk, which 
were blown ashore on Cape Cod. 
Naturalists said the birds live in 
salt water and can't survive 
ashore. 


The cruise ship Oceanic en- 


counted rough seas cand high 
winds as it headed back to New 
York after a boiler room fire 
forced the captain to turn the 
Bahamas-bound vessel back. All

Jewels") are the brainchild 
of 25-year-old New York at- 
torney Barry Wise, who is 


both creator and curator of 
what has to be the most 
unique, perhaps most out- 
landish, gift item on today's 
market. 


"They cost $3 apiece," 


says Wise, who shares a 
small office with one secre- 
tary and several thousand of 
his glittering gastropods. "I 
admit they are unusual, but 
I think snail sales are going 
to boom in this country." 


Wise, a quiet, bespectacled 


man who is worried about 
his product's image, says he 
sees snails "going over big" 
with many people besides 
cocktail party types. He says 
men should like them be- 
cause they make conversa- 
tion pieces and kids because 
they can be used as either 
toys or pets. 


Every womaln, says Wise, 


should enjoy the jeweled 
mollusks: "Ten 
or 12 of 


them will do wonders to 
brighten up the decor of a 
blah living room wall." 


Wise says his snails are 


the same kind eaten in many 
restaurants. They are small 
(half a golf ball in size), 


ing." 


It took three takes before 


they got the message. Mean- 
while, Jewison was talking

"I want to capture the

Morocco. Wise buys them by 
the t h o u s a n d s in large 


wicker baskets. 


Producing the "jewels" is 


simple but tedious work, 
Wise says. He has 'hired a 
half-dozen women to do the 
art work. He gives them air- 
plane glue, b a n g l e s and 
beads; they use their own 
imaginations and talents. 


The women coat the snail 


shells with the glue, then 
place on the trinkets in pre- 
cise c o n f o r m i t y . Some 
swirls, some stars, some cir- 
cles. The finished product 
should look like real costume 
jewelry. 


Wise says experiments 


have i n d i c a t e d that only 
lightweight ornamentation is 
acceptable 
to the 
snails. 


They have r e j e c t e d tests 
with fur. for example, by re- 
treating into their shells and 
refusing to move about. 


The temperamental with- 


d r a w a l (hibernation) Is, 
Wise says, "the beauty of 
this whole snail idea." Be- 
cause of the mollusks' In- 
clination to sleep, they can 
be activated or deactivated 
at the buyer's will. 


When sold, the snails are 


in a state of hibernation. 
They have a self-formed 
membrane seal over their 
shell opening. To wake the 
snail, the buyer is advised to 
break the membrane and 
place the snail in a small 
pan of water. The snail then 
activates within 20 minutes, 
pops from his shell and looks 
for food. 


Food, says Wise, should be 


lettuce, tomatoes or bits of 
cookie. He has learned the 
hard way that the snails also 
eat paper; one once got into 
his desk drawer and ate 
away a dozen pages of an or- 
der book. 


When the owner wants the 


snail to deactivate, 
Wise 


says, he just has to take

away the food and wirtSf, 
the snail Will theft 
cfflWl 


for the nearest wall, head 
stfaight up, form another 
membrane seal, and retufft 
to hibernation. 


By way of propaganda. 


Wise says his jeweled Sfiails 
are "clean, quiet and intelli- 
gent," but this isn't alto- 
gether gospel. On occasions 
the snails do make a slight 
noise ("ooop, ooop") and, 
being snails, they travel on a 
ventral muscular foot which 
leaves a wet, s o m e w h a t 
sticky, trail behind. 


But as for being intelli- 


gent, there is no dispute. As 
one snail lover has put it, 
what more intelligent thing 
could anyone do at a Man- 
hattan cocktail party than 
crawl up the nearest wall 
and go to sleep?
